And Mela Eagles, Ju- 
ventus (Vic) and Croatia Mel- 
bourne are willing to form a 
united front to pressure the 
ASF into changing a can- 
troversial rule requiring clubs 
to play under district names. 

Even National League 
chairman Sam Papasavas, 
who is a member of the ASF 
executive, has spoken against 
the rule. 

Although the rule allows use 
of traditional names in con- 
junction with district names, 
the NSL is to draw up NSL fix- 
tures and ladders in district 
names only, as it does at the 
moment. 

In other words, Croatia Syd- 
ney, Melita Eagles, Juventus 
and Croatia Metbourne would 
be shown in fixtures and 
ladders as, perhaps: Sydney, 
Parramatta, Brunswick 
United and some variation of 
Melbourne — City, United, or 
some such 

Not only do these clubs 
resent the prospect of seeing 
their traditionat names slowly 
eroded, but many existing NSL 
clubs would welcome a return 
to traditional names. 

Mr Tony Basic, secretary of 
Croatia Sydney, said this 
week: “We will tell the NSL 
that we want the fixtures to 
say Croatia Sydney, or Sydney 
Croatia. We don’t want the 
Croatia left off. If they don’t 
want this, it is up to them. 
Then we won't play in the NSL. 
We will play in the State 
League instead, under the 
name Croatia.” 

Mr Basic added: “By forc- 
ing the clubs to change their 
names, the ASF is doing no 
good for soccer. In fact, it is 
helping to kill soccer. 

“There are many clubs with 
only district names but they do 
not have any supporters. We 
have supporters, because we 
have tradition, and a commun- 
ity that loves the game. 

“If the papers start calling 
us a different name, we will 
lose our identity.” 


Melita Eagles will apply for 
NSL membership under the 
name Parramatta Melita or 
Parramatta Eagles — but only 
under strong protest, accord- 
ing to club secretary Law- 
rence Dimech. 

*‘Our members have not 
agreed to change our name. 
That cannot be done except by 
a two-thirds majority at an 
annual meeting,’”’ Dimech 





said. 

“But under the ASF regu- 
lations, we have to apply under 
a district name, and we must 
have our application in by Oc- 
tober I. It is like putting a gun 
at our heads. 

“The rule is totally wrong. 
It imposes someone else’s will 
on us, whereas all we want is 
to continue calling ourselves 
Melita Eagles. 
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Croatia Sydney has threatened not to join the 1984 NSL unless its correct 


“We've been in soccer for 25 
years under that name, yet 
now they want us to change it. 

‘Imagine if our forefathers 
had had the same attitude to 
the Aborigines.

Paul Wade's served his time in the Victor- 
ian State League. He’s going to give the NSL 
a go next year and it wouldn't surprise to see 
Marconi renew the interest it showed in the 
talented 21-year-old midfielder late last year. 


Marconi coach Doug Collins flew to Melbourne to watch Wade 
in action in the late stages of the 1982 Dockerty Cup. 


At Marconi’s expense, Wade spent a Saturday in Sydney, just 
before Christmas, viewing the club’s set-up at Fairfield and 
meeting the Marconi bosses. 


When he returned to Melbourne, Wade had to weigh up the 
terms offered to him by Marconi against his desire to complete 
the final year of studies as a mechanical draughtsman. He found 
out that he wouldn't be able to complete his course in NSW this 
year so he decided to stay with Croydon and complete his studies. 


There is a maximum transfer fee clause in his contract with 
Croydon but Wade isn’t prepared to disclose how much it is. 


**| never told anyone how much my maximum was but some- 
how Marconi found out and all hell broke loose at Croydon. To be 
fair to Croydon, I'd rather not mention the figure right now,” said 
Wade. s) 


Wade gets hot under the collar when he hears talk about rival 
State League clubs Fawkner and Northcote being considered for 
inclusion in the 1984 NSL ahead of Croydon. 


“We walloped Fawkner and Northcote this year. Just because 
we're British doesn't mean that we're a poor team. All you ever 
hear is getting this European team or that European team into 
the National League. That annoys me. 


“We can mix it with the best of them. Take a Jook at the State 
League ladder. How can anyone in their right mind put Fawkner 
or Northcote ahead of Croydon? : 


‘And I hear that the NSL bosses are considering only Green 
Gully Ajax. What do you have to do to get into that league? Do the 
NSL people want to improve the standard of their league or not? 
If I had any sayin selecting the new NSL teams from Victoria I'd 
definitely include Croydon.”’ 


Wade came to Australia from Altrincham in England as an 11- 
year-old. His first club was Dandenong City. He switched to 
Doveton after two seasons, then joined Slavia’s State League 
Colts under-16’s and made his senior State League debut in 1979. 
He finally signed professional forms in 1981, when he joined 
Croydon and won the club’s best and fairest award in his first 
season. A knee injury forced him to miss 10 games last season but 
he still finished third in the club best and fairest award. 


He's been coached by Harry Chalkitis, Bil! McArthur, Ken 
Kontra and current Croydon coach Ted Dilworth. 


“It's hard for me to talk about good or bad coaches because 
I've never worked under any of the notables like a Rale Rasic, for 
example " , 


Wade's an aggressive competitor who runs all day. He has an 
amazing leap and often gets forward into the opposition penalty 
area where his heading ability is a constant threat. He’d like to’ 
improve his ball skills but even in that department he’s.no slouch. 
He’s got a powerful shot and his disposal is excellent. 

He’s got what it takes to make his mark in the NSL.

Dimech, like Basic, fears that all the media would 
adhere to the names in the official fixtures, meaning 
the traditional names eventually would die. 

Croatia and Melita Eagles are sure to discuss pos- 
sible pressure on the ASF before they meet in the 
second NSW semi-final at Marconi Stadium on Octo- 
ber 3, 

Juventus (Vic) reluctantly adopted a ‘Brunswick 
Utd” prefix a few years ago, when the VSF tried to be 
as dictatorial about club names as the ASF. However, 
nobody calls Juventus Brunswick: certainly none of 
the newspapers, so it doesn’t worry the club as much 
as it may next year in the NSL. 

“The ASF should leave clubs alone. Let them call 
themselves whatever they wish,” says Juventus pres- 
ident Sam Manenti. 

“The ASF is trying to chop off people’s traditions 
with the stroke of a pen. 

“If clubs see fit to use ethnic names, then why not? 

‘Why try to change a club’s identity and risk losing 
its traditional support? 


‘If Juventus were referred to as Brunswick all the _ 


time, there is nothing surer than that we’d lose our 
identity and our spectators. 

“If we get into the National League, we want every- 
one to call us Juventus. 


‘‘We live in a multicultural society, whose govern-

ment has put a lot of money into establishing Channel 
0/28, and ethnic radio. 

“The anglicising of soccer club names has failed 
dismally over the years. Instead of encouraging sup- 
port from the districts whose names we adopted, we 
now have less support than we’ve ever had. 

“‘Let’s do something to get the Italians and the 
Greeks: back. We used to have 20,000 of them at big 
games. 

**I was born here, but I’m proud of my Italian he- 
ritage, and I encourage my children to be proud of it 
too. 

“Sir Arthur George, the ASF president, may have 
found it suitable to change his own name, but that’s no 
reason for the ASF to force everyone to do it. 

“We'd be prepared to stand up and fight this thing 
all the way.”’ 

‘Manentj pointed out that Juventus meant ‘‘youth."’ 
He asked how it was possible for Marconi (an Italian 
inventor) to play under that name, when names like 
Juventus and Melita Eagles are required to be super- 
seded by district names. 

The new policy of names was the result of a vote at 
a recent ASF meeting. First the meeting decided not 


. to endorse the previous ASF policy which prohibited 


totally the use of ethnic club names in the NSL.

Sam Papasavas then moved that ethnic club names 
should be allowed, and it appeared that the motion 
was Carried, until] one of the two Victorian delegates, 
John Dimtsis, proposed an amendment — that district 
names be used for ‘‘official” purposes — fixtures, 
ladders etc — and ethnic names should be permitted 
for ‘‘unofficial’’ purposes. 

The Victorian vote was, in fact, split, with Frank 
Burin — the other Victorian candidate — favoring a 
simple lifting of the prohibition on ethnic names. NSW 
voted for the present policy, 

Papasavas believes there may be moves to reopen 
the matter. 

“The reality is that the supporters of clubs are 
ethnic and that those supporters associate with ethnic 
names. By trying to shut our eyes to that reality, we 
are doing nothing to help bring people to the games,”’ 
he said. 

“Over the years, we went along with our com- 
mercial advisers who wanted us to change our image 
to attract sponsorship. However, the change in image 
has not given us sponsorship, nor has it given us at- 
tendances. And the commercial advisers now see 
nothing wrong with the correct names. 

“It is also hypocritical of State administrators, 
through the ASF, to. suppress ethnic names while they 
allow the use of them in their own State Leagues.”’

What's more important= 
results or publicity? 





TIM WHITE 
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There are several weeks still 
remaining in the 1983 season 
and already ‘‘Soccer Action”’ is 
full of stories regarding coach- 
ing changes for 1984. 


Speculation on coaching appointments at 
West Adelaide, Sydney Croatia, Heidelberg 
United, Melbourne Croatia, Canberra Arrows 
was evident in last week’s edition. 


In the same paper Marconi coach Doug 
Collins lamented the lack of stability in club 
coaching in Australia. Surely he has a good 
point when he states a coach should only be 
dismissed if his team performs unsatisfacto- 
rily or fails to make progress. This way he can 
plan for the following season and I’m sure he 
wil] learn from the mistakes he made. 


That seems logical but then one wonders 
what logic has to do with it. However it is time 
club administrators sat down and thought logi- 
cally and made a few decisions. 


The first decision reached should concern 
the functions of the appointee to the Club 
Coaching position. The person appointed is 
generally known as the coach but is there a 
clear understanding between him and his Club 
administrators concerning his job description. 


To explain the above let me quote a recent 
article in a National paper. The headline 
stated ‘‘Vrzina to stay, Gardiner to go’’. The 
article predicted that Northcote City coach 
Tony Vzrina would be in demand next season 
by his own club and possible another because 
of his achievements this year. It stated that 
Vrzina had qualities other coaches in Victoria 
did not have. They were in the areas of promo- 
tion and organisation. 


On the other hand, the article predicted that 
John Gardiner would lose the coaching posi- 
tion at Melbourne Croatia because his per- 
formance this year has not pleased some 
Croatian supporters. 


I have no way of knowing if either or both of 
the above assumptions are true. However as 
an observer I am a little bit confused when I 
look at the achievements of both these teams 
in the Victorian State League so far this sea- 
son.

The reason for the article and the con- 
clusions drawn could well be contained in the 
reasons why each of those individuals was ap- 
pointed in the first place. 

In simple terms, is the job to do with the 
results on the park or the number of times he 
gets his name or his photo in the paper? If the 
job is to do with work done with players then 
the coaching ability of the man and his willing- 
ness to don the tracksuit and get on the train- 
ing ground with the players is of the utmost 
importance. 

Of course, man management is vital to his 
make up but then that becomes easier when he 
earns the respect of his players. If adminis- 
trators decide that the coaching position in- 
cludes the promotion and administration of 
the club then I respectfully submit that this is 
not a viable proposition on a part time basis. 

As the majority of club coaching positions 
in Australia are part time then administrators 
should consider the points made and decide on 
a priority order. Having made the appoint- 
ment the coach should be allowed to get on 
with the job which will almost certainly con- 
tain short and long term objectives. 

This will mean allowing him time to imple- 
ment his ideas and time to develop players. I 
agree with Doug Collins when he makes the 
point that the game is now full of talented 
youngsters. I have been involved in National 
Youth Championships in the last three or four 
years and have seen an enormous amiount of 
talent in the various state teams. 

Collins’ Marconi parades six players under- 
21. Young players like Rankin and Mullen 
(Adelaide City), Lowe (Newcastle United), 
Fabrizzio (Brisbane City), Stewart, Wright 
and Hunter (Brisbane Lions), Opasinas (Pres- 
ton) and Farina (Canberra Arrows) played in 
the Youth Championships in 1982. 

Those youngsters have now been given 
chances at the top level and have justified the 
faith in their ability. However, the coach must 
be given time to develop these players and his 
decisions to give them an opportunity must be 
supported by the administrators.

Despite Jozo Antolo- 
vic's winning goal in the 
Sst minute, Croatia fin- 
ished second for the 
fourth successive season 
by virtue of Ajax’s 2-1 vic- 
tory against Doveton at 
Waratah Reserve. 


Croatia last won State 
League in 1979. It was runner- 
up to Makedonia in 1980 and 
runner-up to Ajax in 1981, 82 
and now 1983. While 
championships haven't gone 
Croatia’s way in recent 
times, the club has maintained 
its place as a power in Victor- 
ian soccer and with its finan- 
cial resources and huge poten- 
tial following there can be no 
doubt that in the NSL next 
year, Melbourne Croatia will 
be a force to be reckoned with. 

Croatia took on the chal- 
lenge of State League in the 
latter half of the 1970's after 
being one of the strongest 
Clubs in the state prior to its 
expulsion from the VSF in 
1972. 

Croatia not only accepted 
the challenge of entry back 
into this state’s premier com- 
petition, it won its battle to es- 
tablish itself as a powerful 
club. The new challenge facing 


the club in 1984 — to prove that 
it can compete in the best 
competition in Australia — 
will be met with the same 
vigor and enthusiasm of the 
late 70's and don’t be surprised 
to see Croatia making a bold 
firstup bid for the 
championship next year.
